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It is encouraging to meet from time to 
time with the pleading features of old friends 
from Tennessee who have been cut off from us 
since the commencement of the unholy rebellion.

The Pulpit and Patriotism — The Nash- 
ville Uuion says the fjllowing clergymen of that 
city, Dr. R. B. C. Howell, of the First Baptist 
Church; Rsv. C. D. Elliott, of the Female School; 
Dr. Sehon, of the Methodist Church; and Rev. 
Mr. Ford, of the Baptist Church, were tuinmoned 
to attend the Governor’s room at the Capitol last 
Tuesday morning. These gentlemen have the 
reputation cf not being as loyal as they should 
be, and of scattering the firebrands of treason 
amongst their fiocks, instead cf inculcating the 
precepts c f the Price# of Peac*, and the Governor 
very rightly feeling a deep solicitude that 
men bolding a position of so much dignity 
and infljence as tbo pulpit should be loyal 
as well as pious, or rather considering the 
existence of piety and treason in the same 
heart wholly incompatible, determined to 
hold a spiritual conference with those shepheids 
of the fLck. He told them, much to their sur- 
prise, that be must require them to take the catb 
of allegiance to the Federal Government. They 
then asked that further time be givei them to 
consider tie matter, and thoircose was continued 
nntil Thursday, on which day the abwe named 
ministers were in attendance, accompanied by Dr. 

J. T. Kendrick, of the First Pies’jyteiiin Church, 
and Rev. W. D. F. Sawrie, of the Methodist 
Church. Lire. Hall and Ford, of the Medical 
Faculty, were aho present on snminons. The 
Governor conversed for some time with much 
point and earnestness to his audience. He told 
them that tLe Government had guaranteed to t h am 
religions liberty and the right to worship God ac- 
cording to the dictates of their consciences, it 
was a privilege enjoyed in no other land. They 
were highly and peculiarly favored above their 
brethren. The Government bad given them am- 
ple protection. But the time had come when 
this kind and liberal Government was compelled 
by traitors to fight for its existence, and it must 
know who were its friends and who wore its foes. 

It was unreasonable to suppose that it would suf 
ft r rebels and disloyal men to occupy a position 
which offered so many opportunities for mischief 
to corrupt and designing men, as the pulpit. In 
tbe hands of men who followed tha footsteps of 
their Divine Master it wss a school of virtue, but 
in the hand * of Iscariots it was a den of pollution 
ft”.d vice. At the urgent request of the clergy, 
he gave them a few days for further deliberation. 

Revolutionary Proceedings in Venezuela. 
By way of Havana wo have news of an at- 
tempted capture of Laguayra, Venezuela, on the 
16:h nit , by a party of rebels who are there de- 
nominated federalists. The insurrection was be- 
gun by a part of Ibe garrison, who released and 
armed all the prisoners in the common jail. They 
seized several loyal officers, and attempted, with 
their whole force — come two hundred men— to 
get possession of the barracks, which wero brave- 
ly defended by only twenty soldiers. In this at- 
tempt the insurgents lost five killed and a num- 
ber wonnded, and were obliged to retire. A 
B imilar rising was to' have taken place at Cara- 
cas on the same day; but the courage of the 
leaders failed, and nothing was done. Prompt 
me;8ures were taken by the government of Gen. 
Pacz, who issued a proclamation to the people, 
telling them to keep quiet and not be alarmed.. 
The Laguayrian insurgents left that city, and 
have probab’y before now been captured or dis- 
persed. 

@~Gen. Miramon, ex- President of the Mexi- 
can Confederation, has jo3t arrived in Paris with 
his family. 

Mexican Affairs. — By the steamship British 
Queen, at New York, we have dat«3 Lom Havana 
to J une 7. 

Through several arrivals from Vera Crnz we 
have learned, ard had confirmed and reconfirmed, 
the defeat of the French army (so they style 
them selves), on the 5th ult., near Puebla. Al- 
monte, who has duped (or nearly so) the French 
into belie /ing be had a large partv in the Repub- 
lic, &c ,also persuaded Lorerc z that thore would 
be no resistance in Puebla, and this General rath- 
er incautiously ordered an advance. 

The retreat to Orizaba has had a disheartening 
effect on the French, and, as was to be expected, 
the opposite on the Mexicans, now more unani- 
mous and exultant than ever. A call for 3,000 
men on San Luis Potoal was answered by 6,000, 
who, under Gen. Ortega, with 2,000 more from 
Guanaxnato, were expected to at rive in the capi- 
tal on the 28(h. Tbe forces of Gen. Zaragoza are 
14,000, and these 8,000 will be incorporated with 
them, ard more are arriving daily. 

Some time ago Zuloaga deposed Marquez and 
placed Cobos in his stead. Vowing revenge, Mar- 
quez coaxed away most of bit command, joined 
the French, who furnished him money, with 
which he bought up most of the rest, and then 
took possession of ex -President Zuloaga, General 
Cobos, General Benavides, and Colonel Alcebal 
and others, whom he sent as prisoners to Vera 
Cruz, and shipped off in the English mail steamer 
Trent. On the 18th he, with the French forces, 
succeeded in routing a small force under General 
Tapia, and taking nearly all (700) prisoners. Tbe 
Mexicans, under Tapia, fought bravely, but 
were overpowered. Vicario, tbe outlawed reac- 
tionary aasas in, was shot through the body in this 
fight, and at last accounts was lying in tbo hos- 
pital at Oriz iba not expected to live. 

The combined forces then attacked General La 
Liave at Cbiqaihuite, and obliged him to retreat. 
He burned the bridge, and destroyed some of the 
fortifications, though, ere leaving. So that when 
the Trent lett Vera Cruz communications were 
open to Orizaba, bnt it was thooght they wruld 
be soon cut off, unless tbe French retreat to VeTa 
Crnz. if they do the black vomit will kill them 
off as it is now doing with those troops. Sjme 
two hundred soldiers and six hundred marines, 
nnder General Donay, lately arrived. These 
were to start on the 2d instant for Orizaba, with 
provisions for Lorencez, which are very much 
needed. 

The reactionary pirty in Mexico is now con- 
fined alone to Almonte and Marquez, who with 
the French money have succeeded in purchasing 
a party (some C,000 at moet), which is the only 
party be can ever expect to have in the land he 
has disgraced. Almonte his app Anted the as 
sassin of T&cubaya (where he murdered several 
surgeons and other non-comhatanL), Marqm z, a3 
his commander-in-chief, and he i9 now ia Vera 
Cruz, and was about to place a forced loan on the 
foreign merchants there. We have no ships-of- 
war there to protect our interest, not even the 
Santee, which we were told was ordered there. 
The English Admiral, who bad arrived from the 
interior, had not as yet made any protest against 
the presence of Marquez in Vera Crnz, and it was 
feared that, to avoid or through fear of a difficulty 
with the French, he would quietly tubmit to 
these arbitrary proceedings. 

The Revista Menenal, published in Mexico, con- 
tains a letter to Gen. Tapia, dated Puebla, M <y 
9, 1862, thanking him and the Mexican army f r 
the kindness the wounded French had received in 
the hospitals. It is signed by Victor Neror, tho 
French Consul, and 27 Frenchmen. 

They are working night and day about Mexico, 
in defending it, and more than a thousand men 
are employed on the fortifications. If the French, 
even with their expected reinforce nents, get to 
the Capital, they will have to fight desperately to 
get in. 

A private letter io the Diario (Havana) dated 
Vera Crnz, the 23d, says: 

In view of the result of the 6th, Gen Loreuccz 
ordered the retreat, and the French expeditionary 
forces are now in Orizaba, with all his artillery, 
carts, and ammurriiion. The arrival or reinforce- 
ments from Francs is locked forward to. Tho 
strong positions of the Chiquibuite have been 
again occupied by the Mexican forces in soch a 
manner that all commnnications between Vera 
Cruz and Orizaba are cut off. Gen. Douav, who 
arrived here six or seven days since on b^ard the 
transport steamer Seine, with 200 Eoldiera, mules, 
and military goods, intended to form a column of 
1,000 men, to match and join Count Loroccez, 
but has given up this idea on account cf the news 
received from the Chiquihnite. He remains, 
therefore, in Vera Cruz, where the black vomit 
is by no me.\D9 benign. 

This is to tho present date tho situation of the 
French forces in this land. It is hoped that roin- 
forcements of men will reach them soon; bn , al- 
though there are those who hope it, I have been 
assured that nono are expected for some time. 

Another etter of tho fame date from Vera Cruz 
says: - 

Three successive charges* weie made with ex 
traordinary valor by the Zooaves and the Chas 
seurs de Vincennes; and in all three wero they 
beaten back by snpsrior numbers and the advan- 
tages of the above mentioned positions, their files 
suffering great losses. Chiquibnito is again oc- 
cupied by the Mexicans, whose works and fortifi- 
cations were intact, which proves that Brigadier 
General Galvez, who pronounced for Almonte, did 
not destroy them, as he pretended in a portion of 
his prononciamento. 
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NO. 5.— THE FEDERAL UNION AND 
CONST I TUTION— ASSAILED BY THE 
POPULATION HUMBUG OF ABOLI- 
TIONISTS. 

When statesmen fiiul philanthropists investi- 
gate the causes of the prosperity and decline 
of nations — when they inquire into the com- 
parative merits and effects of servitude and 
freedom upon inferior races, and point out the 
duties of legislators who govern a mixed popu- 
lation, we admire and revere their godlike 
labors. However far short of their instruc- 
tions we may have fallen, we honor none the 
less their noble conceptions, and even when 
their views are in some respects impracticable 
we can but regret that the conditions of society 
do not admit of realizing some of the noblest 
aspirations of tho human heart. With such 
feelings do we listen to the admonitions and 
suggestions of Washington, Jefferson, and 
Clay. 

But when instead of statesmen and philan- 
thropists we are addressed by demagogues and 
fanatics, we cannot but feel that the cause of 
humanity must suffer by tho follies and crimes 
of its self-styled advocates — the pragmatic 
disturbers of society who feel no sincere desiro 
to advance the happiness of mankind, and 
whoso labors therefore, doing no good, only 
increase tho turmoil and discord of society. 
The instantaneous abolitionists who insist on 
trampling down all laws, constitutions, oaths, 
and vested rights, which stand in the way of 
their schemes — who like Mr. Sumner and his 
followers swear to support tho Constitution 
and in the next declaration avow their inten- 
tion to violate it — who, in short, respect no 
moral principle or duty when it stands in the 
way of their ruling passion, are not very safe 
guides or teachers in political economy or 
social philosophy. 

When oaths and constitutions stand in the 
way of carrying out their doctrine, so much 
the worse for the oaths and constitutions; they 
are easily broken. When the plain language 
of the Bible stands in their way, so much the 
worse for the Bible; it is easy to appeal from 
the Bible to their peculiar higher law, which is 
just high enough to walk hand in hand with 
perjury and anarchy, riot and insurrec- 
tion. When reason stands in their way it is 
easy to appeal from reason by clamor and 
fierce epithets — to tho baser passions and 
prejudices. When facts stand in their way, 
so much worse for the facts, as they can be 
covertly concealed, audaciously denied, or 
smothered to death by false assertions and 
pretended statistics. 

We have already referred to the teachings 
of the Bible and the Constitution. We pro- 
pose now to appeal to those unquestionable 
facts which abolition anarchists have so indus- 
triously concealed behind the dark clond of 
reckless assertions. 

We speak with perhaps some asperity of 
abolition anarchists — but we wish to be under- 
stood that we have no asperity of feeling for 
hontst opponents of negro slavery. Some of 
our most valued friends are such opponents — 
indeed we have always felt an instinctive sym- 
pathy for anti-slavery teachers when they were 
few and feeble, which induced us to read with 
patience and with interest their documents and 
harangues, and to do generous j ustico to their 
motives and policy. Prolonged familiarity, 
however, during the last twenty years, has not 
increased our admiration, and their present 
greater political power, treasonable aims, parti- 
san intolerance, and general audacity, deprive 
them of all claims to sympathy or to anything 
but that stern, hard. hearted justice which they 
profcS3 to idolize, for tho oako of which thoy 
close their ears to suggestions of humanity and 
policy. 

The leading argument or assertion of the 
Constitution tramplers at this time, as hereto- 
fore, is that slavery is a blight and a curse upon 
the country — that it withers everything in its 
progress — that the Northern States have vastly 
surpassed the Southern States in growth and 
population, simply because they abolished ne- 
gro slavery, and that the Southern States have 
been kept down in dishonorable inferiority and 
barbarism, with a sparse population, merely 
because they retained instead of abolishing 
slavery — because, in plain English, they have 
four millions of negro slaves instead of four 
millions of free negroes. Such are the asser- 
tions, such the philosophy, of those who aspire 
to guide our Republic. Such is their ignorance 
of statistical facts which ought to be familiar 
to politicians — such their peurile misconception 
of the whole history and progress of the United 
States, and as a necessary consequence their 
sovereign remedy for all oar national misfor- 
tunes is to convert tho four millions of slaves 
into four millions of ignorant free negroes by 
one convulsive act of lawlessness and perjury, 
and to expect our country to commence at once 
an onward and upward career of unequalled 
greatness and splendor. 

These are not merely tho idle ravings of ob- 
scure fanatics, nor the utopian schemings of 
half-crazy, long-haired paupers; but, to our 
national shame bo it spoken, they are the 
avowed sentiments of a powerful but blindly- 
deluded faction. 

A brief reference to facts will ba sufficient 
to show that tho leading doctrine or proposi- 
tion of the abolition anarchists was brought 
forth in falsehood by the leaders, received 
in ignorance by their followers, and cir- 
culated widely without adequate exposure 
because it had been generally deemed a suffi- 
cient answer to a proposition to do a lawless 
act, to prove that the act was lawless and dis- 
honorable, without discussing whether the 
motives and inducements to this wrong doing 
were or were not themselves a fraud upon tho 
misguided members of the party of anarchy. 
We now propose to investigate and expose this 
monstrous fraud upon tho voters of the United 
States which has been practised by the leaders 
of the abolition faction, themselves in many 
instances the ignorant bnt willing propagators 
without examination of statements bearing the 
marks of falsehood upon their face. 

Thorough'y deluded as are many of tho 
members of that paity, wo can comprehend 
how men who have been accustomed for years 
to hear uncontradicted the grossest perversions 
of statisiical and hittorical truth can express 
themselves as did lion. J H. Rice, of Maine, 
a few weeks since in Congress: 

“As the arid sands of the desert slowly and 
surely advance upon the surrounding verdure, 
cursing it with desolation, nntil stayed by nat- 
ural or artificial barriers, to slavery extends its 
chains and blight over free institutions and free 
sotl, unless restrained by human laws of pro- 
hibition or God’a decrees written upon the 
snow-clad mountains.” 

Such verbiage as this is a staple com- 
modity in abolition sprcches and editorials. 
Cannot tho public mind be sufficiently en- 
lightened to render politicians ashamed cf 
thus publicly displaying their ignorance or 
recklessness cf assertion? Reader, we ask 
your keatty co-operation in diffusing solid in- 
formation upon this subject among the people. 

Our national records continually cry alond 
against such impositions upon credulity. Tbe 
census which has just been accomplished by 
tho Federal Government shows that the fifteen 
slave States instead of being “blighted” or 
“cursed” or “paralyzed” or “poisoned" or 
“withered”, as abolitionists tell us, by their 
institutions, have in tho ten years, from 1850 
to 18C0, advanced in population from 9,612,- 
979 to 12,433.518, being an increase of 2, 
820,539, being within a small fraction of 30 
per cont in ten years. The population of the 
United States has been calculated theoretically 



from 1790 to 1810 at the rate of three 
per cent per annum, and the actual pop- 
ulation up to 1860 has uniformly coin- 
cided in millions with this theoretical esti- 
mate The progress of the slave States, if 
calculated by the ratio derived front their 
separate consus for the lost seventy years has 
been 30.31 per cent every ten years. Strik- 
ing oft' the fraction for convenience, and 
counting the increase at only 30 per cent 
every ten years from 1850, the population of 
these fifteen States will be, in 38 years (1900), 
“ blighted ” and '‘withered" away to the “con- 
temptible” amount of 35,692,288, a popula- 
tion about equal that of France at the present 
time. There is no kingdom or nation in the 
civilized word outside of the United States 
that can approximate this gigantic rate of 
growth — an increase in one century, say from 
1790 to 1890, from less than two millions to 
upwards of twenty-seven millions, or more 
:hi^ fourteen fold, accompanied by a still 
greater increase of wealth and general im- 
provement. Tho growth and prosperity of tho 
United States are the wonder of the world — 
terrible to rival powers — cheering to Old World 
Democrats who look to onr country as the 
world’s asylum. In this cheering and mag- 
nificent progress in population, wealth, and 
military power, the people of the fifteen South- 
ern States, instead of being crippled by their 
institutions, have done fully as much to ad- 
vance our country in war and in peace as any 
portion cf the Republic. They have contribu- 
ted certainly not less than their share of men 
and money, of commercial exports, of agri- 
cultural and mechanical indnstry, of states- 
men, heroes and orators — in short, of all that 
constitutes a nation’s greatness and glory. 
We speak by the card of facis which are be- 
yond all contest — in our national records. 

Our preseut subject howeccr is population. 
Our abolition pamphleteers would have us be- 
lieve that Southern institutions have s> par- 
alyzed industry, deteriorated the human con- 
stitution, demoralized the family, and impaired 
the social virtues, that tha great stream of pop- 
ulation which is fed from the fountains of love, 
health, frugality, wisdom, and virtue is half 
dried up and the human race in the South 
witheting away in numbers, energy, and prin- 
ciple, declining to barbarism. The credulity 
of dupca is probubly equal to the audacity of 
liars or such assertions would soon cease to be 
repeated. 

The glory of the United States as a growing 
power belongs equally to the North and the 
South. It is a glory that belongs to America 
and freedom. The North has received a 
much larger influx from foreign emigration, 
and hence has to that extent a greater increase 
in the census — to that extent — no more. It has 
expanded by that addition to its labor and cap- 
ital, bat it has in proportion lost its punty and 
hom ogeneity of population. Whether this be 
an a ivantago or disadvantage time only can 
reveal. It furnishes no foundation for the false 
and senselets clamor of abolitionists about tho 
comparative decay of the opulent and progres- 
sive Sou'll. Tho actual progrest of the native 
American population in the North and South 
differs so little in matters of wealth and num- 
bers as to furnish good evidence that they are 
sub: t inti ally the same people with the same 
vital force and expansive power by which tho 
Caucasian race and especially the Anglo -Sax- 
on branch have overshadowed feebler races. 

Tnat the somewhat greater increase of 
Northern than of Southern population is duo 
to their greater immigration from Europe (on 
account of a greater similarity of latitude) is 
easily ascertained by reference to the census. 
Thus we find that in the St»to of Now York, 
by the census of 1850, twenty- one per cent of 
the entiro population was of foreign birth. In 
Minn.’sita 33.7 per cent was of foreign birth, 
and in Wisconsin nearly 35, viz: 34.94 per 
cent. In the great State of Pennsylvania the 
proportion of foreigners was 12.75, in Ohio 
11.03, and in Massachusetts 16.18, while in 
Virginia it was bnt 2.36, in North Carolina 
less than half of 1 per cent (.43), in Tennesseo 
three-fourths of 1 per cent, and in Kentucky 
3.78 per cent. The disproportion is even 
greater than this, as the rate is calculated 
without including the slave population of tho 
South. 

The number of foreigners that have arrived 
in tbe United States from 1790 to 1854 was 
3,587,441. That the greater portion of those, 
with their descendants , are now a part of our 
population, is evinced by the fact that in the 
census of 1850 there were 2,244,648 of foreign 
birth, of whom but 148,865 were in the slave 
States, and 2,095,823 were in the free States. 
(From 1850 to 1854, inclusive, the arrivals 
amounted to 1,180,805, which, added to the 
number ascertained by the census in 1850, 
would make 3,425,453 In 1854, without count- 
ing a single descendant.) If, in addition to 
these two millions of foreign birth in 1850, 
we estimate the probable descendants of the 
whole emigration since 1790 up to 1850, the 
amount must bo greatly increased; estimates 
by statisticians vary from 2,932,498 (arrived 
at by calculating the descendants at 687,850) 
to 4,300,000. Without going into any intri- 
cate calculation, we may safely say that the 
present population of foreign birth or foreign 
descent since 1790 cannot be much less than 
four millions. The three and a half millions 
reported ore confessedly below tho truth, on 
account of the defective character of the Cns- 
tom-touBO returns, believed to be several hun- 
dred thousand less than the truth. 

It is certainly safe to affirm that any given 
amount of foreign population thrown into our 
country will not only maintain but increase its 
numbets at the rate of something near three per 
cent per annum (the general ratio of our whole 
population), for this emigrant population em- 
braces a larger number than a stationary pop- 
ulation cf marriageable females and of indi- 
viduals in the prime of li f e. When therefore 
we es imatc the foreign population at anything 
le6s than the number of actual emigrants we 
run counter to all experience. In estimating 
it as being over four millions, we proceed upon 
the assumption that this foreign population im- 
perfectly enumerated at the custom-house has 
increa-cd ia the same ra'io as the total popula- 
tion of the Uoitcd States doubling i s If every 
twenty-four years. This would give by ca'cn- 
ting upon the tabic of imnvgration given in 
the compendium of the census a total popula- 
tion at the end of the year 1850 derived from 
f.reign sources siaca 1790 of about four mil- 
lions. If the Sou'hern Sta'es received of these 
fear millions their usual share, which was about 
a fourteenth or 285,714 — say 300,000 — there 
would still be 3,700,000 in the Northern States, 
or an increase of 3,400,000 over the foreign pop 
ulation of the Southern States. Deducting this 
from the total population of the Northern States 
leaves ten millions and thirty or forty thousand 
over as tha Amcricm population of those 
States to compare with the 9,464,-114 in the 
South. But why even this difference? If 
Southein climates are as malarious as many 
think that wonld account for it. But the ex- 
planation is more pertinent. The table of na- 
tivities in the census of 1850 shows that 205,- 
924 cf the natives of the Northern States had 
emigrated to the Southern and 609,223 na- 
tives of the South had emigrated to Northern 
States — an excess of over four hundred tliou 
sand emigrants from the South to tho North. 
This number deducted from the North and 
thrown back to its origin, gives 9,867,413 as 
the population appertaining to tho South to 
ccmparc with 9,631,622 the population belong- 
ing to the North as the unmixed stork ot the 
original American population in each section. 



Those results are nothing more than what 
we were bound to anticipate from the general 
prosperity, freedom, and health enjoyed 
throughout tho United States. Any other re 
suit would have furnished a difficult problem 
for the physiologist and sanitary philosopher. 

Never before was such growth of population 
such overflowing abundance and happiness 
universally enjoyed, until sectional jealousy 
stole like a devil into our Eden and turned 
our rivers of plenty into rivers of blood. A 
thousand load-mouthed imps of this accursed 
devil are piuring iato every open ear poisonous 
slanders, and teaching brothers to hate broth- 
ers, who but for the malignant tale would have 
willingly died in each other's defence. 

Palsied be their tongues! The glorious 
works of 1776 and 1789 shall not be over- 
thrown! The Constitution as left by its 
founders, and the States as left by them, mov- 
ing in grand conceitive harmony, have proved 
their godlike wisdom by achieving alike in the 
North and Sou’ll miracles of progress in wealth, 
intelligence, and power, nntil in the wild 
delirium of 1860-61 reason seems to have been 
overthrown, and men who brandish the torch 
against the pillars of the Constitution are 
followed by fanatic multitudes,

Respected Sir: In April last several gentle 
men, some of them natives, and all of them for 
many years resident* of the city of Louisville, in 
the State of Keniuckv, resolved to spend Iheir 
labor freely and their means to as great an extent 
as they could poselbly afford in the establishment 
and publication of a weekly journal, to be exclu- 
sively devottd to advocating the gradual eman- 
cipation of the 490,000 slaves of that State, un- 
der the conditions embodied in the message of tbe 
President of the 6th of last March, and adopted 
by Congress. Knowing hew little assistance they 
would receive from citizens of Kentucky for such 
a purpose, but believing that the wealthy friends 
of freedom in the free States would aid thorn, 
these gentlemen appointed the writer (one of 
their number) to travel iu the Middle and East- 
ern Stales and solicit such subscriptions iu aid 
of this purpose as will enable them to dis- 
seminate 10,000 copies t.f the Kentucky Free 
man weeklv for one year among the owners 
of the 400,000 slaves in Kentucky. As a gentle- 
man whose name has been connected with liberal 
subscriptions for every good work presented to 
yonr notice, the Writer has been advised to ap- 
proach yon; but knowing how difficult it is to 
obtain a personal interview of sufficient duration 
to enable him to place his business in a proper 
light before you, he adopts tbis method of doing 
so, in tbe fervent trust that he d jos not do so iu 
vain. In Kontncky this journal is an absolute 
□ecesssity, as all reformation upon tbe relative 
value of tree and slave labor baa hitherto been 
persistently and methodically denied to the peo- 
ple, and even at present, though nominally sup 
porting the views of tne administration, the lead 
ing daily j urnal of the State most carefully 
excludes from its columns all reference to and die 
cussion of slavery as a condition, advocating the 
Union, it is true, but the Union aa it was, not the 
Union regenerated and delivered from the degra 
da’ion of slavory, aa it ovgh' to be, and, as the 
only means of obtaining permanent peace and 
prosperity for this nation, it most be. And fiom 
the fact that Kentucky did not oy tbe act of her 
Legislature, ns nsarly every other slave State did, 
adopt the ultimatum of secession, when recon- 
struction cf the governments of these rebel States 
takes place, she Witt maintain intact ner original 
position, and tbu be enabl-d to conserve slavery, 
and will, if no change be effected in tbe minds of 
her people, without doubt, do so longer than any 
other State.

This mischievous and miserable appeal 
speaks for itself to Kentuckians. So far as it 
may ba deemed of consequence, it will awaken 
nothing but scorn and detestation in the peo- 
ple of this Commonwealth. How it is likely 
to bo received by the conservative people of the 
North is prefigured in the scathing comments 
of the Herald. “Here,” says that journal, 
"we have, some very interesting admissions. 
First, it appears that tho people of Kentucky 
are too slow in this business of abolition; that 
thoy are not disposed to subscribe to abolition 
publications, and that the only way to intro- 
duce such reading among them is by gratui- 
tous circulation. Next, it 6eems that in Ken- 
tucky a gratuitous abolition organ ‘is an 
absolute necessity, as all infoimation upon the 
relative value of free and Blave labor has hith- 
erto been persistently and methodically denied 
to the people,’ and that the Union papers of 
Kentncky, while supporting the Union, ignore 
the discussion of slavery, and advocate ‘the 
Union as it was, not the Union regenerated 
and delivered from the degradation of 
slavery, as it ought to bo, and, as the 
only means of obtaining permanent peace and 
prosperity for the nation, it must be.’ Last- 
ly, it appears that Kentucky will be content 
to remain a slave Btate, unless pushed into the 
work of emancipation by a violent abolition 
agitation from the free States. This is the 
mission of Mr. Brennan to New York — to raise 
money to get np a violent aboli.ion agitation 
in Kontncky, as part of that comprehensive 
radical abolition scheme of exasperating this 
war on tho part of the Government into a 
bloody and remorseless crusade for the extir- 
pation of slavery throughout the South. Let 
our free States assist Mr. Brennan and his ab- 
olition colaborers in the border slave States, 
and we may very soon have them boiling over 
again with all the active elements of rebellion. 
The city of New York adheres to tho Union 
policy of President Lincoln — the policy of 
leaving the question of slavery to the several 
States directly consernod and to the people 
thereof. We of New York have nothing to do 
with slavery in Kentucky, and Mr. Brennan 
has properly no right to come here to beg for 
mODey for tbe purpose of raising an abolition 
conflagration in Kentucky. Let him retire and 
wash his dirty linen at home. Our poor soldiers 
and taeir widows and orphans call for all the 
money our citizens in charity can spare. The 
slaves of Kentncky, meantime, are doing very 
well, ard they can wait, at least to the end of 
th is rebellion, to be t urned loose upon the world. ” 
These comments are just and sagacious. 
They are conservative in view and tone. They 
are both rational and national. And as such 
we do not doubt they will commend them- 
selves to the bulk of the Northern people. 

The slavery question in Kentucky tends to 



until, becoming here at length what it now is 
in Delaware, a judicious stroke of State legis 
lation may end the question. The solution 
will thus be accomplished by the silent opera- 
tion of natural laws unforced by agitation 
either internal or external. 

A like solution of course awaits the ques- 
tion in our sister States of the Border, if they 
aro but prudent enough to leave the question 
to such a solution, without seeking to forestall 
its Bure but quiet processes. This, however, 
we are by no means certain they will do. In 
Missouri a rash minority is already distracting 
the State with the question of emancipation, 
and indications are not wanting that the 
harmony of Maryland will ba disturbed ere 
long in like manuer. How far the noxious 
movement will extend in either State wo know 
not, though tho repudiation of the movement 
in Missouri by the State Convention is an en- 
couraging Bign. Wo trust it will be followed 
up by a similar repudiation on tho part of the 
authorities of Maryland. The agitation of 
the question of emancipation in these States at 
present is fraught with unmixed evil. Its agita- 
tion in Kentucky would be fraught with especial 
evil, for Missouri and Maryland bear to the 
question a relation somewhat different from that 
of Kentucky. In neither Missouri nor Maryland 
was the question a buried ono when the present 
struggle bogan; and neither of these States ad- 
hered to the Union without support from tho 
army of the Union. Tho position of Kentucky 
is different in both particulars. When this 
struggle began she had buried tho question of 
emancipation many fathoms deep, and she ad- 
4a ‘Vn TTninn Kir tKo f.irrfl nf her own 
civic strength. Anxious now to preserve this 
strength unwasted, and to maintain unshaken 
tbe proud attitude she was thereby enabled to 
assume, she could not at tbis time dig np the 
buried question of emancipation without thc 
most unspeakable folly, involving, as the move- 
ment would, tho sacrifice of the harmony 
which constitutes her loyal strength, and of 
the independence which among tho slavehold. 
ing States of the Border is her peculiar boast. 
Kentucky meditates nosuch folly. On this grave 
question her people are a unit. Even the man 
Brennan testifies to this. And so docs his 
insane p roject, 

We repeat, the slavery question generally, 
and notably in Kentucky, tends to its own 
solution. As it iB good surgery not to inter- 
fere with the processes of nature, so it iB sound 
statesmanship not to disturb th® operation of 
tho laws of the national economy. This is no 
timo for. intermeddlers outside or inside. 
Tho wisest of all things, 60 me philosopher 
declares, is time ; and into the hands of this 
crowned sage Kentucky for the present at least 
confides the question of slavery in her borders. 
There is perhaps no other point on which 
the public voice is so undivided as on this.

lapse out of Kentucky into the Gulf Slates, Though the extreme South had never lost a 

slave and there was no probability that it 
ever would lose one, yet it was proclaimed 
that the Northern people were stealing negroes 
at a fearful rate, and that it was their intention 
ultimately to liberate them all. A large ma- 
jority of the Northern people have always been 
opposed to interfering with the peculiar insti 
tutions of the States, believing they had no 
right to do so, but still the credulity of the 
South was imposed upon, until it was actually 
imagined that all the cotton and sugar grow 
ing State*, defended by the chivalry, with all 
the Northern conservatives to help them, were 
to be overrun by a miserable faction of ultra 
abolitionists, their cherUhed institutions ruined 
and the white inhabitants placed on 
equality with tho blacks. The instigators of 
the rebellion certainly did not believe this 
for they asserted that one of their men 
could whip five of the "Yankees," but 
tho deluded masses believed it, or were com- 
pelled to fight whether they believed it or not, 
aud this has been the moving lever to the in- 
surrection. The people of the Border States, 
almost to a man, at first denounced the whole 
movement of secession as being rash and suici- 
dal, but a portion of them were gulled and 
tricked eventually and were ready to stultify 
all their former protestations of loyalty and at- 
tachment to the Union. Thus the war pro- 
gressed, and its fires were fed by inflammatory 
appeals and the most ridiculous fabrica- 
tions. General Rousseau detailed some of 
these in his speech at tho banquet on 
Monday evening. The rebel leaders 
did not scruple to assert that the flags of the

Thc 
Southern masses, unfortunately, believed much 
of this and acted upon it as religious truth, 
and many of them doubtless think they are 
fighting now not only for their fiersides, but 
for 1 I 12 purity of their sisters, wives, and daugh- 
ters. As another means to keep up the fire in 
the Southern heart the rebel leaders have an 
nounced their every defeat, however humilia' 
ting, as a glorious victory. The people some- 
times found that they bad been deceived, and 
yet they wore credulous enough to placo full 
full reliance on the next report, however im- 
probable. 

When gloom and cloud bogan to gather 
thick and dark over the Secession pathway 
to glory, the babble of intervention was blown 
up, and tho people were made to believe that 
England and France, tbe most thoroughly 
abolitionized nations on earth, would soon 
espouse their cause and lend men and means 
to sustain and perpetuate a Southern Con- 
federacy, based upon the institution of slavery, 
which they bad spent millions upon millions 
to suppress, and all this to secure to them- 
selves the privilege of buying a portion of 
the cotton needed by European manu- 
facturers. So earnestly was this absur- 
dity pressed that the leaders cheated thotn- 
Belvcs into its belief, but soon the babble burst, 
and the Confederate envoys abroad were 
snubbed, but no one learned a lesson from the 
miscarriage. Daring all these experiments 
upon popuiar credulity the secessionists were 
told that the insurgent army was invincible, 
and its defences impregnable. Their leaders 
asseverated that Bowling Green was thc 
placo where glory was to crown the Confed- 
erate arms, and yet it was evacuated in a 
panic flight. We need not repeat their 
vainglorious boasts of the strength of Forts 
Henry and Donelson and of Corinth and Mem- 
phis or the absurd detiancj which was thrown 
out to the Union forces to come and take them. 
They too were evacuated, and then the people 
were gulled into the belief that to skedaddle 
was masterly strategy.

The indefatigable President of the 
Board of Trustee?, G. W. Morris, E:q., together 
with Prof. Grant, Principal of the echco 1 , aro call 
ing upon our citizens for contributions for this 
moet important object, aBd our liberal citizens 
are responding in a manner worthy of the cause 
and of themselves. We have often had occasion 
to speak with pride of our echool system, and to 
urge our fellow-citizens to cherish and foster it. 
We hail with pleaeuro this new enterprise fraught 
with so much cf interest, not only to the schools 
but to every citizen of Lonisville. 

There is one foatnre in this contemplated 
movement that « snoot fail to interest every 
thinking mind. It is proposed to inaugurate a 
system of popular scientific lectures illustrated 
by this apparatus, which will be continued from 
year to year and be free to all. By this means 
entertainment will be blended with instruction, 
which cannot fail to improve both the taste and 
the morals of our youth. More than this, we 
live in an eminently practical age, and no system 
of education is suited to the present dty which 
cannot develops practical results. Not only onr 
professional men bat our merchants, manufac- 
turers, and mechanics mast be educated if they 
would keep pace with the spirit of the times. 
They mast be instructed in those sciences which 
are made of practical use in their various occupa- 
tions, or tbey will fail to meet with the success 
which crowns the efforts of others. To enable 
our High School to meet this imperative demand, 
it must be supplied with suitable apparatus. 

Let every one contribute to this noble object. 
Let our wealthy men contribute by hundreds and 
by fifties, and all according to their abilities. 
None need wait to be called upon. Call on the 
gentlemen who have the matter in charge, or 
upon the principal of any of the city schools and 
leave your subscription, and let it be a liberal one. 
None will be the poorer for giving to such a cause, 
and our children will be wiser and better and 
richer for the money thns invested.

The Teachers’ Oath. —We understand that 
the objection among some of our school teachers 
against taking the oath does not originate from 
any desire to evado a preper expression of their 
loyalty, but they regard it as a degradation to be 
required to use the same form which is proposed 
to overt rebels and their sympathizers. Our 
Federal and State constitutions each recite a form 
of oath for those bolding official station, aedas 
teachers are pnblic appointees, there could be no 
objection to theso tests. But they are willing to 
go further and declare utdsr all the solemnity if 
an oath that they will be true to the Constitution 
of the United States aid of the State; that tbey 
will oppose secession and the present rebellion in 
all their words and deed-; will ever cherish in 
their hearts love for Iho Coes itution, obeaienco 
to the laws, and hatred for all kinds of tieaaon; 
anl they are willing to pledge this without any 
equivocal ion, mnital reservation, or self evas’on 
of mind. Such bring the case, it seems evident 
that their pride revolts at being treated with sus- 
picion, and therefore there are many teachers of 
unswerving and undoubted loyalty who would 
refuse to take what they consider and call "the 
felons oath.” Under this state of facts perhaps it 
would be advisable for the Board of School Trus- 
tees to take the matter into consideration ar.d 
contrive s)me test cf the teachers' loyalty which 
will not wound their pride.

The despatch from Gen. Morgan to the 
War Department announcing the evacuation by 
the rebels of their strong position at Cumberland 
Gap is a most important piece of intelligence 
although not unexpected to us. Our corres- 
pondents in Gen. Carter’s brigade have kept 
us well advised of the Federal movements on 
the Tennessee border in the counties of Knox 
and Harlan, but wo havo not made public the 
information thus obtained, in compliance with 
the request of the commanding officer. The 
previons occupation of Chattanooga by the 
troops of Gen. Mitchel’s division, under Gen. 
Negley, has precipitated a movement which 
would eventually have become necessary for 
the safety of the insurgents in East Tennessee. 
That section of our sister State is now open 
to the Union arms, and it will be occupied, 
redeemed, and retained at all hazards 
The Government has been necessarily slow 
in going to the relief of its suffering adherents 
in East Tennessee, but it was determined to 
advance no step where there could be a jKissi- 
bility of a retrograde movement. It was well 
known that the occupation of any portion of 
the State for a period and its subsequent aban 
donnicnt, would doom the citizens to fearful 
persecution and untold miseries, and therefore 
every precaul ion has been taken to ensure the 
safety of those loyal men, who will come out from 
their hiding places, their cavci, their mountain 
fastnesses, and concealments. The patriotic 
people of East Tennessee may now thank God 
that the chains of their cn»lavcment arc about 
to be unrivetted, and that they will bo disen- 
thralled from the terrible despotism which for 
the past year has crushed them. The wish of 
thousands upon thousands will soon be realized; 
they will seo East Tennessee— the land of the 
brave — delivered from tyranny, the flag of the 
United States streaming from its mountain 
peaks and waving over its smiling valleys, and 
its loyal men flocking to the shelter and pro- 
tection of the old stars and 6tripes. The 
6houts of rejoicing will gladden the dwellers 
along the head waters of the Tennessee aud 
the Ilolston and Clinch rivers and leap with 
living echoes from the beautiful summits of 
the Cumberland mountains. The swoop of the 
avenging eagles of our country will be terrible 
in its destruction, unless the insurgents lay 
down their arms and return to their allegiance. 
Prison doors will be unlocked; exiled patriots 
will be restored to their homes, their beloved 
wives and children; long sundered friends will 
meet again, and the indomitable Brownlow will 
bo purifying the air from its vile miasma of 
secession by the inculcations of the Knoxville 
Whig.

The RbadyvilLb (Tenn.) Skirmish — The 
Nashville Union states that Captain Untbank, of 
Company C, Fourth Kentucky Cavalry, who 
commanded the detachment captured at Ready- 
ville by Starne’s Cavalry, on the 7th instant, has 
arrived in that city. He and his detachment 
ware taken by the rebels across Collins river, 
some ten miles from McMinnville, aud were then 
paroled. Captain Unthank reports his loss at 
only three, instead of six men, as at first reported. 
Their names and companies are : John Collins, 
Orderly Sergeant, Company A; George Eswc, 
private in the eame, and Win. Andy Jonlcan, of 
the Governor’s Guard. Joseph Kipp, Company 
C, was slightly wounded by buckshot, bat is now 
able to walk. Eeslc was shot while eating his 
breakfast, and bayoneted while lying on the 
ground. Jonican w is riddled with shot after he 
was dead by the rebels. One of our men had his 
hat torn to atoms by a load of buckshot, and is 
coped unharmed. The rebels les* six killed.

Sick Soldiers in the Cumberland 
Ford Region — The Sanitary Commission re- 
ceived a deepa'ch yesterday from Dr. L. B. Todd, 
of Lexington, announiiog the safe arrival of the 
stores sent to the hospitals in the Cumberland 
Ford region. They did not reach the snffertrs 
any too soon, and ample as they were, they were 
not tto abundant. There are four hundred tick 
soldiers in the hospitals, and their destitution was 
great. The Soldiers’ Aid Society of Lexington 
sent the most generoui and ample supplier, not- 
withstanding the continual call* made upon their 
liberality. The Sanitary B.ard of the State and 
the Sanitary Commission united their forces in 
this gcod work, and sent milch cows to furnish 
the sick with milk, chickens and 6heep to give 
them flish diet; eggj, butter , bread, fruit, wines, 
cordials, ale, and clothing. These stores, under 
the excellent management of Mr. Dowden, have 
been safely delivered and woll distributed. 

The Soldiers' Aid Society at Lexiogton are 
again in harness for Sanitary work. They have 
packed a number of boxes with stores for the bos- 
itals, which are to be forwarded early next week. 
The Military Board and the Sanitary Commission 
will forward to Lexington on Monday morning 
large supplies for the same purpose. If any of 
the loyal of this city have anything to spare for 
this noble object, we hepe they will send them 
this morniog to the Sanitary rooms. These suf- 
ferers at Cumberland Ford have endured a great 
deal of hardship and suffering for the safety of 
Kentucky. Let Kentuckians show that they 
appreciate the services of these men by minister- 
ing to their necessities, as they have miniitered 
to Kentucky’s need. Let the sick Ohioans and 
led anians feel that next to being sick at home it 
is best to be Bick in Kentucky.

Absent Officers — The following order has 
been issued by Adjutant- General Thomac: 

War Department, ) 
Adjutant General’s Office, 
Washington, June 7, 1882 ) 

GENERAL OKDKR8— NO. 61. 

The great number of < flicers absent from tbeir 
regiments wi'hout sufficient cause is a serious evil 
which calls far immediate correction. By para- 
gr ph 177, General Regulations, the power of 
commanding officers to grant leaves cf ahience is 
limited toa ‘‘rime of peace.” In ti ne of war leaves 
of absence will onlj be granted by the Secretary 
of War, except when the certificate of a midi- 
cal officer shall show, beyond doubt, that a change 
of local ion "is necessary to save life, nr nrevont 
permanent disability.” (Paragraph 186, Ganeral 
Regulations.} In such ca e, the Commander of 
an Army, a Department, or District may grant 
not exceeding twenty da vs. At the expiration of 
that time. if the (fficer be not able to travel , he 
must make application to the Adjutant General 
of the army for an extension, accompanied by 
the certificate of a medical officer of the army, in 
the usual form, and that ho is not able to travel. 
If it be not practicable to procure such a cerlifi 
cite, in consequence of tbeir being no army phy- 
sician in the place where the officer resides, the 
certificate of a citizen physician, attested by a 
civil magistrate, may be substituted. 

All officers of the rogularB and volunteer, ex- 
cept thoie on parole, now absent from duty with 
leave, will bo considered “absent without leave” 
(paragraph 1.326, General Regulations), unless 
they are found at their po3ts witbia 6f .een days 
from the date of this order, or are authorized by 
orders from the Adjutant General to be absent, 
which orders will in all cases be based on a cer- 
tificate as above described, and must be exhib- 
ited to the paymaster before payment is made 
them. 

All invalid and wounded officers who are able 
to travel, although their disability may not have 
been removed (paragraph 187, General Regula- 
tions), will repair, without delay — those from 
the East to Annapolis, to report to the General 
Commanding the Camp of Instruction; those from 
the West to report to the commanding officer of 
Camp Chase, Ohio. At those prints tbey will 
remain until able to prccocd to thoir regiments, 
or until an examining board may decide adverse- 
ly on their ability to return to duty within a 
reasonable time, and ordors may bo given by tbe 
President for their discharge. 

Their Excellencies the Governors of States are 
requested to make known this oidir, aud to con- 
tribute to its execution, as mav be in their pow- 
er. Mastering and recruiting offi:ers are directed 
to do the same. Extra copies of the oidar will 
be furnished them for distribution. 

Failure to comply with tho above regulations 
will be r» ported to the Adjutant General by regi- 
mental commandon.

r The Boston Post publishes from a hand 
not unknown to our readers an able letter on 
the formation of a Conservative Union party. 
We give below the concluding portion of the 
letter : 

Considering, theD, the magnitude of the cri i*, 
the fundamental and all •ngroeeing nature of tb« 
Conservative Union movement, tbe national and 
nnpartisan character of the political object in 
view, the deep and wide-spread prejudices in 
some hopeful quarters against the Democratic 
name, and the immediate and urgent need there 
is that American party spirit should be checked 
and disem raged— considering th«se things we aro 
inclined to the opinion that some o*her name for 
the Conservative movement than "ihe Democrat- 
ic Party” wonld be more appropriate and useful. 

This would not involve the permanent disband- 
ing of tbe Democratic party. Thit cannot and 
ought not to be done. The Democratic party has 
not yet fulfilled its high and beneficent miesion. 
It has vet much good to do for our boloved coun- 
try. But all this may be. and yet it may not, 
all things considered, be the proper instrument 
for saving the country in this hour of its mortal 
peril. It is not on tbe whole adapted to such a 
use 

Nor wonld this method of proceeding be the in- 
stitution of a one-idea ernsade, which would lead 
to fanaticism and disorganization. No!— the con- 
servative Union movement is not a one- idea en- 
terprise. It proposes the salvation of the Federal 
Union, the Federal Constitution, Republican Lib- 
erty, and tbe Constitutional rights of the States. 
This is not one idea; it is the sum and epitome of 
all onr genuine American political ideas. It is 
even more c imprehenrivo than the old Democratic 
creed. It extends the salutary strictness in in- 
terpreting the language of the Constitution 
("■hich was the distinctive feature of the Demo- 
cratic creed), to the obligation as well as the lan- 
guage of the instrument, and it condemns th^se 
twin heresies of "secession” and "the higher 
law,” which would each resolve the Federal Gov- 
ernment first into anarchy and next into derpo- 
tism. Conservative Unionism is the sum of round 
American statesmanship for the impending crisis. 
It is f Minded upon a svtom of sound and just ideas 
of policy and government. 

Democratic statesmen and patriot?! — the con- 
dition of our country demands that for her sake 
party attachments and connections should, for the 
time, be forgotten! The crisis is one which party 
operations cannot meet and provide for. The na- 
tional movement of conservative men mutt em- 
brace citizens of all the great parties who are 
true to the Union and the Constitution. The 
Government under the irfluenco and inspiration 
cf such a movement must be required to be ad- 
ministered for the interest of the people, and not 
of a party. The prejudices of patriotic men against 
cld party names must be respected, and all im- 
pediment to united action must be removed. Tbe 
fell spirit of party must receive a check, which 
shall destroy its power to nndermine ard cast 
down our institutions. Think deliberately of 
theso things, and judge whether our country does 
not require us to abandon all existing party ar- 
rangements and make common canse with all 
true friends of the Union and the Constitution.

I could not help reproaching myeelf fbr 
its pings, os 1 admired its plamage, but bring 
more anxious to know all about this only other 
air-breathing inhabitant of my dull universe, I 
plucked it of its feathers, and made a thorough 
post mortem examination of its frame. Judge 
then, reader, my surprhe, when instead of the 
usual gravel which is fonnd in the craws of birds, 

1 discovered its crop to be filled with fparkling 
sand, which, on examination with a microscope, 1 
detected infallibly to be minute particles of noth- 
ing less than diamond. For a moment this dis 
covery exhdaratod me beyond measure, ard I 
fancitd if I could but effect a landing upon the 
rock, and tracj these birds, bv their flight, to 
their regular abiding places, I should find deposits 
of thesa gems, in larger size, perhapi other 
precious stones, in great abundance.

“CIRCULAR." 

Headquarters U. S. Forces in Kentucky,) 
Louisville, Ky., Juce 9th, 1862. j 
The following irstructions are issued for the 
guidance of ( ffic^rg in the cases specified: 

1. All peaceful and law-abiding citizens and 
residents of the State must be protected in thoir 
porsons, property, and rights, nut citizens and 
residents who join i he so called Confedora e forces, 
or gave them aid and assistance, or went within 
their lines without license from i he proper authori- 
ties, and have returned or may return, and be re- 
pentant f.ir their ctnduct, mast report themselves 
to Col. Henrv Dan*, Provoit Marshal of Louis- 
ville, Col. S D Bruce at Bowling Green, Major 
Brocht, Provost Marshal of Lexington, or Col. 
Noble at Paducsh, and furnish evidence of such 
repentance, and take the oath of allegiance and 
give bonds with security for their future good 
conduct, and if they fail so to report themselves, 
they must be arrested and committed to the mili- 
tary prison at Louisville, and sent thence to Camp 
Cha;e, with a statement of their CA30, to await 
tbe action of the Secretary of War. 

2. All persons who organize or aid in organ- 
izing forces for the rebellion, or organize cr aid in 
organizing guerillas, or harbor or conceal, or give 
information or assistance to guerillas, must be 
arrested and dealt with according to military 
law. 

3. In times of trouble like these, good, law- 
abiding men will refrain from language and con- 
duct that excites to rebellion. For anything said 
or done witti the intent to excite to rebellion, tho 
offender must be arrested and hia conduct re- 
ported, that ho may be dealt with according to 
law. 

4. When damage shall be done to the person 
or property of loyal citizons by marauding bands 
or guerillas, the disloyal of the nrighborhood or 
county will be held responsible, and a military 
commission appointed to assess damages and en- 
force compensation. 

5. All arrests will be reported to these Head- 
quarters, with a descriptive list of the prisoners, 
and a fall statement of the case, and the sub- 
stance of the evidence, and names and residences 
of witnesses.

Memphis, June 17, via Cairo, 19. 
Yesterday thetplendid steamer Clara Dolsoncame 
up f.om balow, having been captured by the por- 
tion of our gQDboat fleet which 1 »ft here a few 
diysego. When first discovered, she was lying 
at Helena, Ark., burning cotton, an! taking the 
inbabtants on board, among whom was a large 
number of women, preparatory to burning the 
town. 

When our fleet came in sight the Dolsen 
pushed out from Helena in great baste, and wsb 
pursued by the tug Dauntless, which chased har 
down to and twelve miles up White river, mak- 
ing in all a chase of over a hundred miles before 
overhauling her.

Warren, a writer in the New York Tribune says 
there have been 185 prisoners there, but the pres- 
ent number u about 150, with the probable acces- 
sion of 60 more very soon.

The two Generals are allowed* 
separately, to go out one hour each day between 
9 and 1 o’clock, and, with the exception of beiDg 
in a low basement, have all the elegancies cf 
marbel mantth, carpets, rocking chairs, &c. 
The only people waited upon are the rebel?; their 
water is pumped up for them, their swill emptied, 
and about their quarters swept up, by the police 
(twenty men, two corporals, and oce sergeant), 
and every fourth day the "Cadets” take their 
turn. Pretty well for the flower of the Bo 3 ton 
youth to b3 lackeys to the rebels, while the latter’s 
friends are scalping and bayoneting our prisoners 
in their hands. The Cadets do their work cheer- 
fully, but it is rather tough to be scavengers and 
sorvants to rebels. Why should not the latter be 
made to do some of this work ? About one hun- 
dred mechanics are at work on ttie fort, under 
the appropriation of $100,090,000, passed at this 
session of Congress, and they are boarded in the 
fort also.

FROM THE LOWER MISSISSIPPI. 

FROQRBBS or COW.PAHHAOOT. 

Os BOARD U. S. Steamer Brooklyn, ) 
Near Natchez, Miss, May 18, 1862 j 

Owing to tb« high stage of the riv«r , tbe pro- 
gress of the largo ships, dig- ship Hartford, 
Brooklyn, Richmond, as well as the gnnboats, 
have been every way successful The destruction 
gf cotton OBd sugar was tremendous at first. It 
waa occasioned by the prcc.amation of Governor 
iiHire, threatening to puaiah severely those who 
<£d not burn their property. Several protested, 
and even resisted the Gubernatorial decree. Only 
lately a small body of planters, beaded by a Mr. 
Edwards and bis two nephews, refusing to burn 
their cotton, were set upon by a party of guerilla 
ruffians — the Governor’s hirelings — and shot down. 
Their plantations were destroyed, and the planter 
and his two wounded nephews baiely escaped 
with their lives to our gunboats for protection. 
Flag Officer Farragnt, hearing of this, and fear- 
ing more loss of life, despatched the Iroqu >is, 
Captain Parmer, to protect the farm of Colonel 
Jonn Acklin. threatened at every moment to be 
attacked. This gentleman has long been a noted 
snpporter of the bogaa Confederacy, having raised 
several regiments at his own expense, one at 
Nashville, called the Acklin Rifies. His wife and 
children are on his plantation at Nashville. The 
Colonel now professes to bs a trne Union man. 
and speaks in very bitter terms against tho South 
and its rulers, against the proclamation of the 
Governor, and swears he will protect his property 
If he has to arm every darkey on his plantation. 
There will soon be a great reaction here in the 
South — one that will astonish the whole world. 
Let it come; It is what we want. The people, 
cltizsns and planters, have become^ exasperated 
against the Governor and rulers, who threatened 
to pat them to death if they do not furnish means 
and provisions to sustain the army of the South. 

True Union men are springing up from ail auar- 
ters ready to Join the ranks of fibe Union and tight 
against the destroyers of their soil. And I like 
to see it. We of the North, who ha - e been called 
cowardly ruffians, have passed qoetly on, harming 
nobody, touching nothing, treating their ladies 
with respect, looking forward to one great pur- 
poee, to bring them back and unite the country 
once more in peaceful tranquility, so that we can 
again throw our fiig to the breeze in defiance ti 
to the entire universe. Wait patiently; we shall 
see what a grand revolution ie soon to iako ploco 
in the South. So many victories are occurring 
here and elsewhere that the Northern citizens 
will hardly have fpare time to celebrate them. 

The cities of Baton Rouge and Natchez have 
both surrendered to Commodore Farragut’e fleet 
without opposition. The usual ceremonies were 
gone through with by the authorities. The flag 
was hoisted over the United States Arsenal and 
8tate House. As Natchez contained no public 
buildings, and bad never participated in afftlrs 
belonging to the Government, the American flag 
was not hoisted over the city. 

The flag-officer sent from Natchez a number of 
gunboats: under the command of Captain Samuel 
Phil pi Lee, of the sloop Oneida, to demand the 
surrender of the city cf Vicksburg. The gunboat 
as they advanced towards the city discovered that 
Vicksburg had been strongly fortified with bat- 
teries placed on high cliffs, and determined to 
make a stand. Obedient to orders, Captain Lee 
sent a flag of truce demanding the surrender of 
the city, as was expected. The battery on the 
left cf the city fired over the bow of the flag of 
truce, demanding her to heave to. At the de 
maud to surrender, they sent word to the senior 
tfficer in command that if the city was wanted 
they must come and take it; that there was not 
force enough In the Miislsslppl river to take the 
city of Vickfeborg. Captain Lee instantly de- 
spatched gunboats with the answer to the demand 
of the surrender to Flag officer Faragut that he bad 
met with eppoaition, and that the city could not 
be takeu wi bout a superior force. The flag-ship 
Hartford, accompanied by the United Btates 
steam-sloops Brooklyn and Richmond, then pro- 
ceeded up the river, anchoring in position four 
miles below Vicksburg. As far as can be ascer- 
tained the strength of the guns at Vicksburg 
amounts to seventeen 68 pounders on a high cliff 
on the left of the ciiy, and another battery in the 
city of similar strength. The women and children 
have all left the citv, and it is at present occupied 
by a large force of feeauregard’a army. 

Below Vicksburg, May 19. 

The attack on the city was to have boeu made 
this morning, but owirg to the disadvantages and 
difficulties resulting from attacking batteries on 
high cliffs, it was widely deferred until the mor- 
tars could be brought into play. Capt. Thomas 
T. Craven, at the beginning of the war command- 
ing the flotilla on the Potomac, found that bat- 
teries placed in high positions could not be get at 
well by vessels cf war, without advancing in very 
close to them, and then the advantage would ail 
be on the side of tho batteries, enabling th:m to 
fire down upon tho helpless vessels at their 
ploasure. Captain Cravens represented to the 
department that mortars could only be successful 
Id such an emergency. 

Daring our stay, a party of soldiers attached to 
the two transport steamers Laurel Hill and Ceres, 
under the command (f Brig-Gen. Williams, went 
ashore to forage for the troops. While they were 
• n K a K®fl in doing so, a body of cavalrv surprised 

them, anti ca ikltmUB »ba«.<I. TL» «uwu. ^ 

forces being much larger, the soldiers retreated to 
their boats, carrying four of tbeir wounded com- 
rades, but not without killing and wounding a 
number of the cavalry and capturing two pris- 
oners. 

A similar circumstance occurred a few days 
after. A sergeant and four men, unarmed, went 
to tbo plantation of Mr. Johnson, to negotiate 
with him for some cattle. As the email party ad- 
vanced towards the house, Mr. Johnson appeared 
on his portico with a loaded musket In bis hand, 
and threatened to shoot the first man that ad- 
vanced any further. The sergeant, paying no at- 
tention to the threat, continued his pace, when 
the cowardly rebel brought his musket to bis 
■boulder, took deliberate aim, and fired at the ser- 
geant, wounding him. Tho rest of the party, be- 
ing unarmed, hastened back to procure arms, and 
retnrned just as the planter, having leaded his 
musket, was in the act of shooting again the 
wounded sergeant. One of the number instantly 
leveled his rifle and shot Mr. Johnson through the 
head, killing him Instantly. The sergeant, al- 
though badly wounded, may yet recover. Letters 
containing v sluahle information were discovered 
<jn tho body of the planter, etatlng that there were 
eeventy-slx guns at Vicksburg, not mounted, and 
calllog upon General Beanregard to bavo them 
monnted without delay: If necessary, he would 
send every negro from bis plantation to aecom- 
plieh it. 

May 26, 1862. 

The river has been falling for some days pSst, 
and the fUg-c flic.r, fearing the large ships would 
be stranded in the river, thought it best to proceed 
back to New Orleans. Gen. Williams’s two arm v 
transports left early in the morning, followed by 
the Richmond and Hartford. The Brooklyn left 
some time after; and on her course down discov- 
ered the two transports Laurel Hill and Ceres in 
a very bad condition. It seems that In passing by 
the town of Qrand Galf, Mississippi, they were 
fired upon from a concealed battery, below the 
town, mounting six gnns, and having no gun- 
boats as convoys were completely al the mercy of 
the cowardly ecoundrels. However, they soon 
drifted down with the tide without any more dam- 
age than one man killed, on the Laurel Hill. The 



battery had allowtd the large ehips and gunboats 
to pass by without opposition, and as soon as the} 
caught sight of a couple , f poor helpless trensports, 



heavily loaded down with soldiers, fired into them! 

L anj one had told me one year ago that an 
'erican citizen had committed such an offence, 
1 ihould have been tempted to have knocked him 
down. As soon as the circumstances wero well 
understood, the Brooklyn and the gunboats 
turned bsck to retaliate the outrage, ana, as they 
approached the ground where the «.ttenes bad 
been concealed, the gunboate, being in advance 
commenced firing. They cob, tinned their firing 
until they had got oppeiite th 9 town of Graud 
Gulf. There, or co-irs^, no expected it to cease; 
but no, our gnnboats kept on. Shot after shot 
fell thick Is the town; crash, crash went the halls 
through ard through the traitors’ houses, until, 
hearing nothing— not a single shot having been 
returned to onr fire — Captain Craven signalled to 
cease firing. 

The Brooklyn did not use her guns; the gnn- 
hoata had done all that was wanted. We low- 
ered boats. The Marine Guard, under command 
of Lieutenant James Forney, received orders to 
proceed ashore, and Lieut. Lowry, executive offi- 
cer of the Brooklyn, was despatched with orders 
to demand from the magistrate, mayor, or those 
holding authority, explanation why our army 
transports bad been tired into. On our arrival at 
the town, we found that, fortunately, the women 
and children, on the approach of onr vessels, bad 
fled into the conntry, safely out of the reach of 
our guns. Some of the citizens still remained), 
among the number, one that represented the pw<- 
ple. They said thoy were not responsible for "the 
firing; that a party, numbering two hundred tjier 
had arrived a few days ago, had planted four guns 
In the vicinity of the town, and had stated Vhst it 
was not their intention to fire at our gunboate 
but if they could get a chance at our unarmed 
transports, they would fire into them. That they 
(the citizens) considered us perfectly Justified in 
firing into their town. The troops (flying artil- 
lery) at the first approach of our vessels had put 
•purs to their horses and fled, earning with them 
their guns. Not a eiugle soul had' been hurt dur- 
ing the bombardment. Some of the houses were 
riddled through with bollowshot. 

The population of the town was not more than 
two hundred. I went on shore In one of the heats 
at the rcqnest of tho officer commanding and 
mixed with the people. A trno Uoion feeling 
was shown throughout the town. As I was leav- 
ing one tell, bony fellow, evidently of true Mte- 
slselppi bowie- kt.lfo stamp, stepped up and asked 
if 1 would “tako a drink with them." I saldt 
“oertalnly, If tbev kapt iheir poison In e sepa- 
rate tumbler." I went into one of the housas to 
partake of the hospitality. 1 could not exx*(E, 
under the circumstances— the blockade having 
been strictly enforced upwards of a year— that 
the liquor would be good, but was very well, coc- 
•Iderlug I was with men after having participated 
In shelling their town. In one house I >'i w B 
rough picture of Hon. Stephen A. Douglas, acd 
in another ‘‘The Capture of Cornwallis at Irek - 
town”— showing In the former that the remem- 
brance of the great statesman, and in the latter 
the glory of their first independence had not 
left them. At the arrival of the army transports 
Captain Craven turned the town over to Briga- 
dier-General Williams. Towards sutdown, the 
general sent a party of soldiers, numbering one 
hundred and fifty, some miles oat in the outskirts 
to reconnoitre. They wore fired upon by some 
men conoealed In the bushes, who mortally 
wounded Lieutenant Decay, aid to Gen. Williams. 
Owing to night coming on, and being unacquaint- 
ed with the conntry, onr force, although superior, 
returned without inflicting SDy Injury upon tho 
guerillas. Lieutenant Decay, a distinguished 
rfficer, bss been attached as General Williams' 
aid tines the beginning of the war. His wounds.

THIS NAVAL ENOAGEMK ST AT MEMPHIS. 

The following is the official report cf Captain 
Davis of the late naval engagement at Memphis: 
U. S. Flao Steamer Benton, \ 
Memphis, June 6. j 
Hon Gideon Welles, Secretary of the Navy: 

Sir: In my despatch of yesterday, dated Fort 
Pillow. I had the honor to inform the Depart- 
ment that l wae about moving to this place with 
the men-of war and transports. I got under way 
at Fort Pillow at noon, leaving the Pittsburg, 
Lieutenant-Commanding F.gbert Thomptno, to 
co-operate with a detachment of Colonel Fitch’s 
command io holding possession of Fort Pillow and 
sicuring public property at that place; aDd also 
the Mound City, Commander A. H. Kilty, to con- 
vey the transports containing the troops, not then 
ready to move. , , , , , . 

Oa the way down, I came suddenly, at a bena 
of the river, upon the rebel transport steamer 
Sovereign, which turned immediately to escape 
from us. I sent forward Lieutenant Joshua Bishop 
with a body of small-armed men in a light tug, 
by whom she was captured. She is a valuable 

^Tbe gunboats anchored at eight o’clock P. M , 
at the lower end of Island No. 5, about a mile 
and a half above the city of Memphis; the mortar 
boats, tow boats, ordnance, commissary, and 
other vessels of the flaet tied up at Island No. 41 
for the nifrht. . , 

At daylight this morning, the enemy s neat, 
consisting of the rebel rams and gunboats, now 
numbering eight vessels, were discovered lying 
at the levee. They dropped balow Railroad Point, 
and returning again, arranged themselves in front 
of the city. 

At 4:20 the flotilla, consisting of the following 
five vessel?: the flag-ship Benton, Lt. Command- 
ing 8. L. Phelps; the Louisville, Commander B. 
M. Dove; the Carondelet, Commander Henry 
Walk*; the Cairo, Lt. Commanding N. C. Bryant; 
and the St. LoutP, Lt. Commanding Wilson Me 
Gunnegle, got under way by signal and dropped 
down the river. 

The rebels, still lying in front of the town, 
opened fire, with the intention cf exposing the 
city to injury from our shot. The tire was re- 
turned on our part, with due care in this regard. 
While the engagement was going on in this man- 
ner, two vessels of the ram fleet, under c^in • 
mand of Colonel Ellett. the Queen of tbs West 
and Monarch, steamed rapidly by us and ran 
boldly into tha enemy’s line. Soveral conflicts 
had tek«n plee* between the rams before the fl >- 
tilla. led by the Benton, moving at a slower rate, 
could arrive at the closest quarters. In the mean 
time, however, the firing trera our gunboats wan 
continuous and exceedingly well directed. Tho 
General Beauregard and the Little Rebel wero 
struck in the boilers and blown up. 

The ram Queen of the West, which Colonel 
Ellet commanded in person, eccounterad with full 
power the rebel steamer General Lovell and ?unk 
her; but in doing so sustained some serious dam- 
age. 

Up to this time the rebel flaet hid maintained 
its politico and ua%d its guns with great ?piri«; 
'ho^e disasters, however, compelled the remain- 
ing \ esstls to resort to their superiority in speed 
as their only means of safety. A running tight 
tork plac*, which lasted nearly an hour, and car- 
ried ua ten neilee below the city. It onded in the 
capture or destruction of four or five of the re- 
maining vessels of the enemy; one only, sup 
posed to be the Van Doro, having escaped. Two 
.•f the rams, the Monarch and Lancaster No. 8, 
pursued without et?c:e9S ; they brought back, 
however, another prize. 

The t.ames and fate of the vessels composing 
tho rebel fleet are as follows: 

The General Lovell, sunk in the beginning of 
the action by the Queen of the West; she went 
down in deep water, in the middle of the river, 
altogether out of eight. Some of hor crew 
• scap*d by swimming; how many went down in 
her I have not been able to ascertain. 

The Gen Beauregard, blown up by her boilers 
and otherwise injured by shot, went down near 
shore. 

The Little Rebel, injured in a similar manner, 
made for the Arkansas shore, where she was 
abandoned by her crew. 

The Jeff. Thompson, set on fire by our shells, 
was run on the river bank and abandoned by her 
crew. 3he burnt to the water’s <dge and blew 
up by her magazine. 

The General Price was also run on the Arkan 
sas shore. She had come in contact with one of 
tho rams of her own party, and was otherwise in- 
jured by cannon balls. She also was abandoned 
by her crew. 

The Sumpter la somewhat cut up, but is still 
afloat. 

The fine stcamak General Bragg is also above 
water, though a goe*d deal shattered in her upper 
works and hull. 

The Van Dorn escaped. 

Of the above named voesels, the Sumpter, G3n 
oral Bragg, and Little Rebel will admit of being 
repaired. I have not received the reports of the 
engineers and carpenters, and cannot yet deter 
mine whether it will be neoessary U> send them 
to Cairo, or whether they can bo repaired here 
The pumn of the Champion No. 3 will be ap- 
plied to raise the Ceneral Price.

The Secretary of War received a despatch from 
Gen. Geo. W. Morgan, dated Camp, near Cum- 
berland Gap, Juno 18, 8 A. M. it states that 
his command began its mareh at 1 o'clock that 
morning, to attack the enemy at Cumberland 
Gap ; but on his arrival it was found be bad 
evacuated that very important position, his raar 
guard having left only forty hoars before the 
arrival of our advance. 

• Washington, June 19. 

It is known to the Government that the steannr 
Circassian was not only bouod to Chirleston, but 
the facts show that she could, notwithstanding 
her great draught of water, easily have entered 
New Orleans, Pensacola, Mobile, Savannah, 
Charleston, or Wilmiagtoa. Tin vessel and car- 
go are vaioed at about $1,400,000. After paving 
all expenses of tho pnze court, one- half tf the 
remainder goes to the Government, and the other 
moiety to the captors. 

Congress has inquired whv the prize courts of 
Philadelphia and New York do not take action 
towards condemning somo of the rebel captnrid 
vessels. The result of the inquiry may prcduce 
facts of a startling character.

Washington, June 19 

A deputation representing the Union men at 
Fredericksburg will call upon the Secretary of 
War and the President to morrow to ask if they 
and other loyal men within the line of our armies 
cannot be protected in tlieir libtrtv and property.

It was objected 
to. Washbume bagged a withdrawal of the ob- 
jection, bat failing, be said the pamphlet was not 
folded at the expense of the House, but under- 
stood that Vallandigham’s address, signed by 
Richardson, was, and would move an amendment 
of inquiry into that. Richardson replied that if 
so, it wa9 not with his consent; but did not deny 
absolutely. 

Colonel M. M. Crccker, of the 18th Iowa, who 
commanded a brigade at Shiloh, has been nomi- 
nated a Brigadier- General. 

Diplomatic news from Europe, by the Chins, 
doesn’t onfirm the rumors of Intervention; but 
foreign powers express a hearty wish that the war 
may be conducted with energy and activity, and 
brought to a speedy end. 

A committee of citizens from Frodericksburg 
was here to-diy, urging the adoption of some 
measure* for the protection of Union men. 

The Treasury Department is recalling and 
barning the first issue of demand notes, at the 
rate of a million a day. One million dollars have 
been destroyed. The whole issue was sixty mil- 
lion dollars. 

Nearly all the churches in Washington have 
been appropriated by Government for use as hos- 
pitals. Smithsonian Institute, Odd Fellows’ Hall, 
and all other public buildings suitable for the pur- 
pose, are to be taken. It is understood that mod 
of the woundod will be brought to Wajhington, 
and most of the sick sent to New York and Phil- 
adelphia. 

Orders have been issued to arrest all secession- 
ists near the r cene of the raid on the railroad, on 
Sunday.

James Lyons, alias Smith, late master's mate 
of the pirate Sumpter, was arrested here last 
night on the arrival of the brig Harriet, in which 
he came from Surinam. 

Washington, June 20. 

The President has recognized Baron Oeten- 
aacken as Consul General of Russia at New York. 

Gen. Saxton, Military Governor of Sooth Car- 
olina, will loave for Port Royal next week. 

New York, June 20. 

The steamer Elm City from Fortress Mon- 
roe with 850 sick and wounded soldiers from 
McCU llan’s army arrived at noon. She will pro- 
ceed to Alb iny. A lint of names could not be 
procured for tho press. 

Fortress Monroe, June 19. 
Nothing new to report in this vicinity. The 
weather is sultry and unsettled. 

General Dix hH9 retnrned from Suffolk, having 
completed his labors in preparing and posting 
troops so as to cutoff any commnnication between 
the secessionists of Norfolk and the rebels above. 

By an arrival from the White House we learn 
that skirmishing has been going on in front of the 
army. The rebels have assumed a more menac- 
ing attitude, and will probably try to bring on a 
general engagement in front of their works in 
order to draw out our troops within range of their 
batteries. 

Three deserters from the 8i regiment cf Geor- 
gia, who came in yesterday, reiterated the report 
that the rebels are becoming desperate, acd are 
greatly disheartened at their recent defeita. 

Orders have been issued preventing any person 
not conuicted with the army of the Potomac 
from visiting the fort under any circumstances.
